GENERAL NEWS 

Wm. Lees, who came to Alberta in 
the year 1882 died at his home at 
Pincher Cr€el{ on August 24. 

It is rumored that the Prince of 
Wales has become engaged to Lady 
Mary Beatrice Thynne, youngest 
daughter of the Marquis of Bath. 

The largest pencil factory in the 
world is in the German city of Nud- 
remberg, which has been the great 
centre of the pencil making industry 
since 1760. 

The wool crop of Southern Alberta 
will reach the million pound mark, in 
accordance with a recent statement of 
the Secretary of the S. A. Wool Grow¬ 
ers’ Association. 

Matches used in B.C. and A'b'^rta 
are made of match blocks of white 
p-r.e which are shipped from Kelson 
clear across the dominion U: Pom- 
brook, Ont., and then purchased back 
as matches. 

The collapse of the Home Bank, fol¬ 
lowed closely by the absorption of the 
Bank of Hamilton by the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce looks ominous. 
Then there is the Merchants Bank 
flacso still fresh' in the memories of 
the people of Canada. 

With ga.soline selling at 1514 cents 
per gallon in Dakota independent 
dealers declare it will put a large per¬ 
centage of oil dealers out of business. 
They say'Governor’s McMaster’s atti¬ 
tude in the matter is only another ex¬ 
hibition of politics and a desire to 
play for votes. In the meantime here 
in the west we continue to pay 45 
cents a gallon, which will enable the 
oil merchants to declare huge divi¬ 
dends. 

Grain showed a surprising strength 
last week and one day went up over 
3 cents at Winnipeg. Rust in Mani¬ 
toba and Saskatchewan is is said is 
responsible for the demand. Canadi¬ 
an millers are short of milling wheat 
and are willing to pay a premium, 
which has reached as hieh as 17 cents, 
in order to get what they want. The 
wheat pool agitation in the west has 
had a tendency to increase the price 
of wheat and grain commission hous¬ 
es are somewhat disturbed about the 
outcome. 

In the Hanna Inspectorate there 
are 250 or more school teachers and 
according to the editor of the Hanna 
Herald that inspectorate will be with¬ 
out an inspector for an indefinite pe¬ 
riod. An inspector was appointed, but 
he asked for leave of absence, whicli 
was granted. This is one of the most 
important inspectorates in the pro¬ 
vince of Alberta, and the only one 
without an inspector at the present 
time. With an inspector, it may be 
possible to open many of the schools 
this faTr,“which may have been closed 
through the failure of residents to pay 
their taxes. With an inspector there 
will be much more efficiency through¬ 
out the district and the ratepayers will 
Undoubtedly get more for their 
money. 


Sunday last was indeed a busy day 
in Vulcan. Harvesting operations are 
making every day a busy day around 
here just now. On the midnight train 
on Saturday there arrived forty or 
more Englishmen, a portion of a party 
of a thousand'who came over to help 
in the harvest, and if opportunity of¬ 
fers to become permanent Canadian 
citizens. It was exactly two weeks 
from the day of sailing from Liver¬ 
pool, and they were weary. But this 
did not lessen their anxiety to secure 
work and get busy, and it is worthj 
of note that before six o’clock every¬ 
one of the number had secured a job 
and were away out with their farmer 
employers. They go to^a work entire¬ 
ly new to them, and absolutely un¬ 
acquainted with our customs, but with 
the determination to stick it that they 
expressed, and a fair chance from 
these boys, many of whom were tried 
in the trenches, will make good in the 
grain fields of Alberta. It is the hope 
of everybody that they will, for they 
are the kind of lads that are required 
in Canada. Their reception in Vulcan 
was the most kindly they had receiv¬ 
ed, for they said so. With that hos¬ 
pitable attitude which Vulcan assumes 
towards all strangers within our 
gates, numerous of our citizens walk¬ 
ed and talked with the fellows from 
the old land, and rendered such as- 
sistanefe and advice as was theirs to 
give. 

The new comers were an intei'est- 
ing and good-looking Jot. Among 
the number were tradesmen of many 
kinds, and the occupation of the oth¬ 
ers ranged from' theatrical artists and 
opera singers to sale clerks and the 
like. Industrial England was mighty 
flat and other conditions likewise bad, 
and the advantage of a cheap pas¬ 
sage over, and rosy promises of things 
in Canada by the transportation com¬ 
panies, had induced them to come 
across. They are here and accord¬ 
ing to their own statements are wil¬ 
ling' and anxious to learn and work, 
and came witout cost to our iimmi- 
gration department, and if Canada de¬ 
sires settlers, the official attention 
and assistance that is sometimes giv¬ 
en to those who are not of' our own 
people, should certainly be directed 
to these men if circumstances should 
require, for they have not asked it

A gevemment probe into the opera¬ 
tions of the government elevators at 
Montreal was asked by President Ma- 
harg of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers who stated that such a proihe 
would shew that the profits of those 
elevators would pay almost entirely 
for the cost of operating that harbor.

Where the head is attacked it will be 
found that there is a discoloration at 
the lower end, of the kernel If the 
disease has appeared early, as it has 
done in some cases, the yield will un¬ 
doubtedly be. Teduced. Damage from 
hail hits been somewhat heavier than 
usual. * Wheat, however, promises to 
grade well, and will make the largest 
yield pjcr acre since 1916. Officials 
of the department have made a care-; 
ful inspection of the province. Com¬ 
bining reports of this inspection with 
reports receivedfrom a number of re¬ 
gular correspondents, the estimate of 
the wheat yield has been placed at 
24 bushels to the acre. An agree¬ 
ment has been finally reached between 
the dominion bureau of statistisa at 
Ottawa and the provincial statistical 
branch at Edmonton whereby the 
acreage of wheat for this- year has 
been placed at 5,956,461. The oat crop 
is uniformly heavy throughout the 
whole of the province. On account of j 
the lodged condition of a great deal i 
of the crop, it is impossible to make 
an estimate of the yield. There is no j 
doubt there will be some loss in har- j 
vesting, depending to some extent j 
upon the weather for the next three j 
weeks, A considerable proportion of | 
the oats has been cut throughout the 
south and east territory and cutting , 
will commence through the centre and 
north during the coming week. A 
large percentage of the crop will be 
Cut for green feed on account of the 
lodged condition. The acreage on oats 
for all purposes os placed approxima- 
etly at 4,500,000 acres. Fall rye is 
practically all cut and will make a 
very light yield owing to the fact that 
it came through the winter in poor 
[ condition. The early spring being 
very dry in most places did not give 
the crop -a good start. The acreage 
sown to fall rye during the present 
fall will be greatly reduced. Barley 
is a heavier crop than usual but in 
many cases is lodged badly and will 
be difficult to harvest,

/ange for an exchange of pulpits, 
throughout the Presbytery on or 
about October 2l8t and that the 
claims of foreign missions be present¬ 
ed by the various speakers, and that 
a special offering be asked for. The 
amount expected from the Presbytery 
if it is to do its share will be about

Home missions, as usual, came In 
for considerable dlscu.ssion at Presby- j 
tery. The work of the various missio¬ 
naries was very favorably commented 
upon. For financial reaasons we have 
not had as many missionaries at work 
in this Presbytery this year as here¬ 
tofore, and in consequence the work 
has suffered greatly^ Once a field is 
neglected for a season it is almost im¬ 
possible to regain what has been lost. 
It is intended if possible next year to 1 
extend the work of the Foothill mis- I 
sionary farther afield and for this 
purpose a student missionary will be , 
placed under Mr. Connal next spring' 
who will cover three or four points 
further south and west. At present 
eight points are being reached by Mr. 
Connal. Presbytery believes that the 
• present method of handling the Foot¬ 
hill field is the only satisfactory one 
arrived at as yet ■ An effort Is being 
made to keep the stations where serv¬ 
ice has been rendcri^xhiTmg-the-e«iTU- 
mer, open during tne winter. Every 
mis.°ionary has been asked to securr 
two per.sons at every preaching point 
in his district who will be responsible 
for hqvlng a sermon read to the 
people who gather there on Sunday 
during the winter. The sermons are 
being prepared by the ministers 
throughout the synod and sent to the 
■secretaries at the various preaching 
points by a secretary located In Cal¬ 
gary who has all sermons typewritten. 
These are sent in ample time for the 
Sunday services. This method was 
tried in a number of places last year 
and Worked very well, and we are de¬ 
sirous of extending the benefits this 
year. 

The question of the vote on prohi¬ 
bition came up for consideration. It 
was ascertained that in most districts 
within our bounds efforts are being 
put forth to acquaint our people with 
the facts of the case, and if possible 
secure an intelligent vote. The in¬ 
sidious and misleading propaganda 
conducted by the Moderation League, 
and we understand financed chiefly by 
the proprietors of the Scottish brewer¬ 
ies, whose agents are said to be in Ca¬ 
nada at the present time, ought to be 
intelligently met and condemned, and 
we hope our people will not allow 
them.selves to be hoodwinked by it.

The railway commission has dismis¬ 
sed the appeal of the Ebepress Traffic 
As.sociation of Canada for an order 
approving a form of release for empty 
cream cans left on station platforms.

Ame -1 
rican immigration was about normal, 
and there was a great increase in the j 
movement from the British Isles. 

At a meeting held in Calgary Wed¬ 
nesday evening of Alberta members 
of the legislature all were very optim¬ 
istic about the future of the wheat 
pool and it was conceded that when 
thF wheat pool contracts were all 
turned in there would be over 50 per 
cent of the acreage sigrned.

The 
acreage required for 60 per cent is 
2,882,797. At the time of going to 
press over 2 , 000,000 acres have been] 
signed and another million acres 
should not be difficult to obtain in the 
next few days. 

Farmer at Chilliwack says he sells j 
a hide which has cost him some 1214 
hours’ work. But the price he gets for 
that hide will only pay his hiretl man 
what he demands for one hour’s work. 

Yet the price paid the hired man is no 
less than hi.« work is economically 
worth. The whole thing comes down 
to this—that it is more profitable to 
work for a farmer than to be a farm¬ 
er .more profitable to be an employee 
than employer, more profitable to he 
without the .skill, experience and .sci¬ 
entific knowledge that the farmer 
must have, than to have it. So far aa 
agriculture is concerned our econo¬ 
mical ’ vertabrae .seem to be entirely 
cut of joint. Fig:uring out the neces¬ 
sary adjustments will be the greatest 
problem of the decade.—Vancouver 
Sun.
